DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 9/29/2009 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 3-7, and 9-14 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Sasomoto et al. (EP 0 493 745) has been determined to be the closest prior art 
of record. Sasamoto relates to a cyclic fluorescent compound and thus fails to disclose 
a compound as recited in the instant claims where groups R 4 and R 5 are independent 
and cannot form a cyclic compound. Further, Sasamoto lacks a trisubstituted carbon as 
required by the instant claims. The prior art neither discloses nor renders obvious the 
subject matter of independent claim 1 .
